“Men cannot claim mastéry ofthe’ 
globe until he conquers the Antarctic 
continent.. It is the last great.chal- 
lenge, 

“I*\must admit that that great 
frozen unknown Cofitinent .has ‘cap- 
tuted my imagination. But I am not 
alone in my enthusiasm,.for. there 
have been literally thousands of vol- 
unteers who want to go down there 
from all over the world and, from 
the rate letters are coming in, we 
expect thousands more. 

“Tt has always seemed to me that 
science is the loser so long as there 
remains a large unexplored, area left 
in the world. There are meteorologi- 
cal data to be gained from the South 
Polar regions, the ‘gaining of ‘which 
alone justifies..the hazards encoun- 
tered, Weather conditions depend 
upon an equalizing tendency between 
the two poles and the Equator. The 
Antarctic has even more influence 
on weather than has the Arctic.” 

A carefully selected personnel will 
make the trip because, as Comman- 
der Byrd points out, the hardships 
of the region seem to bring out the 
worst and the best in men. Floyd 
Bennett, who flew over the North 
Pole with Commander Byrd, will be 
second in command. The expedition 
will have three airplanes-—a..-triple- 
. engined monoplane and two. single- 
engined planes—extra coal supplies, 
food for a year and a half, radio 
equipment, dog sledges, tractors, 
tents and portable houses. 

A base will be established at one 
of three possible locations on the 
Ross Ice Barrier, and from. there 
four or five sub-bases will be made 
toward the pole. These will give 
focal points for scientific expeditions 
and in case of accident to the air- 
— will give the party a fight- 
ne chance to return to the main 

ase. 

Commander Byrd tells of the thrill 
he expects to get when he plants 
the American flag at the Sovth Pole. 
He explains that/.flags of other 
nations will also be carried. 

“That, I think; is the spirit of 
America—the spirit of friendship she 
has for other nations. It is in their 
sporting adventurous exploits that 
nations can strike a common chord 
and meet on high und. I believe 
that an air exploration to Antarctica 
can also be made a good-will expe- 
dition with the great new instru- 
ment of peace and commerce— 
aviation.”’ 


POSTAL CHIEF ENDS 
DISPUTE WITH CUBA 


Glover Reaches Accord on Matter 
That Has Been in Question 
Seven Years.

WASE-NGTON, Nov. 24.—The con- 
troversy over postal transit charges 
between the United States and Cuba, 
which has been the subject of many 
conferences and negotiations since 
1920, has been adjusted, Postmaster 
General New announced today. 

During the visit of W. Irving Glo- 
ver, Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, to Cuba, conferences have 
been held with officials of the Cuban 
Postal Service having the matter in 
charge, with the result that the dis- 
pute has been settled satisfactorily to 
both the United States, and.Cuba. 

Cuba claimed that certain charges 
made by the United States for transit 
of mails to foreign countries through 
the. territory. of..the. United States 
were not in accord with the terms of 
the various conventions under which 
the two Governments operated. An 
adjustment of these charges has been 
made and Cuba has acknowledged 
the sums due the United States to the 
amount of $100,000. In return, the 
United States admits that it owes 
Cuba practically $100,000 under the 
temporary parcel post convention. 

ermore, Cuba has renounced 

a claim, amounting to $300,000 or 
$400,000, alleged to be due it for navy 
mail originating at the Guantanamo 
Base for the period from 1902 until 
February, 1921. These were mari- 
time charges for carrying mail be- 
tween Key West and Havana. Under 
the terms of the Spanish-American 
Convention, which became effective 
Feb. 1, 1921, Cuba is required to 
carry this mail without charge.

Three Plants Use 50,000 Watts and 
Orie Has 30,000—Chief Broadcast 
Units Abroad Recorded. 
Special to The New-York Times. 

WASHINGTON,,. Nay. 25.—The 
United States and its territories, 
with 685 broadcasting stations, have 
more than all the other nations in 
the world combined, and also oper- 
ates the most powerful. stations, with 
Russia and Sweden .second in this 
regard, according to a survey made 
by. the Electrical. Equipment Divi- 
sion of the Department of Com- 
merce, 

The total stations in. all nations 
other, than the United States is 431. 
Of these Europe has.196, North Am- 
erica, outside of the United States, 
128; South “America 52, .Asia 18, 
Oceaia 28 and Africa 9. 

The three most powerful stations 
inthe world, which are, able to oper- 
ate on, 50,000. watts, are WEAF, at 
Bellmore, N. Y., owned by the Radio 
Corporation of America; WGY, the 
General ‘Electric station at Schenec- 
tady, and the Westinghouse station, 
KDKA, at Pittsburgh.’ Anotfier radio 
Corporation station, WJZ, at Bound 
Brook, rates 30,000 watts, and these 


are the only stations of 30,000 or 
more watts in the country. 


Two High-Power Soviet Plants. 

In‘ Russia, where broadcasting is 
over great. dipances as in the United 
States, ‘there are two powerful Gov- 
érnment stations at Moscow, one op- 
erating on 40,000 watts and the other 
on 20,000 watts power, and there also 
is a °10,000-watt station, controlled 
by a privately operated broadcasting 
company at Leningrad. The call let- 
ters, respectively; are RA1, RA3 and 
RA42. 


Sweden. has a 40-000-watt station 
at Motala, operated by a national 
broadcasting ——— This project

Canada ranks second to the United 
States in the number of stations, the 
most powerful being one of 1,800 
matts at Calgary. 

In Argentina among the powerful 
stations are two of 5,000 watts at 
Buenos Aires, one run by the munici- 
pality, the other by a broadcasting 
company. 

In China there are but three sta- 
tions listed; the most powerful being 
a Government station of 500 watts at 
Tientsin. Japan has but three sta- 
tions listed, all under a national 
broadeasting monopoly. They are of 
1,000 watts and are at Nagoya, Osaka 
and Tokio. 


World Division of Stations. 


Describing broadcasting service .in 
foreign countries, the survey, pre- 
pared by Lawrence D. Batson, says: 

“Governments own and operate 77 
stations; associations and: institu- 
tions, 87; commercial and industrial 
establishments, 69; broadcasting 
companies, 127, and private citi- 
zens, 33.

Rumania has’ for some years’ been 
one of the principal sources of drama 
for world consumption; and the late 
Premier BRATIANU was the leading 
figure on the Bucharest stage. <A 
picturesque and dynamic life ter- 
minates.. under. sircymstances so 
striking that popular rumor in Ru- 
mania is hardly to be blamed for 
busying itself with all.sorts of con- 
jectures. Of BRATIANU’S permanent 
place in the history of his country 
and Central Europe there can be no 
doubt. His father made the kingdom 
of Rumania and his son doubled its 
area. In the process the Bratianu 
family did not. grow impoverished; 
and a monopoly of power went with 
wealth: Their services.to the nation 
are not denied by BRATIANU'S oppo- 
hents. His death substitutes one 
dramatic suspense for another. Only 
a few days ago it was.a question 
whether fifty years of family ascen- 
dency was really coming to.an end. 
Now it is a question of what will 
follow upon the disappearance of the 
principal character from the scene. 

Only guesswork is possible with 
regard to the. amazingly compli- 
cated Bucharest situation: a King 
but recently gone; a’ King-maker 
disappeared; a wayward » Crown 
Prince who abandons a throne to 
follow ‘his personal pleasures, ‘and 
recants; a boy-King; a Queen- 
motheg reported to be softening to 
the errant husband and father; a 
Queen-grandmother believed to be 
avid of power; a Parliamentary Op- 
position that is not altogether an 
opposition, since the Averescu party 
has usually been regarded as a stalk- 
ing horse for BRATIANU; a Regency 
that in its make-up is obviously in- 
capable of dealing with the nation’s 
permanent problems—such are some 
of the elements. Report has it that 
CAROL lost the crown because he 
made an enemy of his mother. 
After the death of King FERDINAND 
it. is believed that .Queen MarIE’s 
sentiments. changed when she was 
refused a share in the Government 
by. BRATIANU. ‘Will there be another 
change now that BRATIANU is gone? 
A Board of Regency and a boy-King 
may be easier to control than a 
King CAROL who may not always 
know what he wants but who wants 
it right away. 

Normally the prediction would be 
that CAROL will come back tothe 
throne. Even an erratic King may 
be better than a Board of Regency 
subject to the multiform’ pressure 
which has obtained at the Bucharest 
court and which is bound to’ grow 
more confusing in the absence of 
the one strong hand. Rumania has 
many national problems, internal 
and foreign, to solve, without the 
additional burden of chronic court 
intrigue,

that the war lord who happens to 
control the City of Peking is at the 
same time the de jure head of the 
Government of the Chinese Republic. 
The fact that he-may be powerless 
even --within the Imperial. City 1s 
apparently of no interest to the for- 
eign, Governments, They have never 
extended diplomatic recognition ‘to 
the other war lords. ‘Always accus- 
tomed to deal with the Peking Gov- 
ernment, they continue: to. do so 
even though it be a Government in 
name alone. 

The great difficulty lies in’ deter- 
mining what Government to recog- 
nize if diplomatic relations with the 
Peking Government aré ever witb- 
drawn. The suggestion has been 
made that each of the war lords be 
recognized as supreme in his terri- 
tory. To do this would. de tanta- 
mount to accepting the dismembcr- 
ment of China. The United States, 
for one, has persistently: fought all 
efforts to do so. It is unlikely. that 
there’ will be any change in this 
policy, no matter how vehement the 
appeals of various groups in China 
for recognition. 


A GREAT RADIO LEADER. 


There can be no doubt that the 
strenuous work done by Admiral 
W. H. G, BULLARD, as Chairman of 
the ‘Federal : Radio. Commission, 
shortened his life. Not long ago he 
said: whimsically: ‘I never go to 
“bed at night until everything has 
“closed down.” By such a remark 
he endeared himself to the radio 
“fans,” but it had an application to 
the discharge of duties so onerous 
that little time was left for rest. His 
task was never “closed down.” ; A 
few days. before he died he was plan- 
ning two weeks of relaxation, but so 
much time he. was not likely to 
waste .in looking after his. h-*l!th. 
As an authority upon the ‘science of 
radio and an indefatigable pioneer 
in adapting it to the wants ef the 
world, Admiral -BULLARD will be 
sorely missed.. American in spirit, 
he was international in ‘his: concep- 
tions of the uses that could. be made 
of the electricity of the air. In an 
article in THE TIMES in’ September 
he proposed the expansion of chain 
programs as “a step closer to a 
“national system for. broadcasting 
“in the time of a great emergency 
“or calamity.” <A separate operator 
in the vicinity of Washington could 
tune, he said, to the Arlington broad- 
cast wave and start a message that 
might be conveyed all over the coun- 
try from station to station. “‘ Think,” 
he added; “ what such’ a@ system as 
“this would have meant to us at 
“the time of the Mississippi flood 
“or the Florida hurricane!” In a 
speech before the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters in this city re- 
cently he said: 

We stand at the threshold of ‘an 
amazing new development:in civili- 
zation. The radio is the most 
marvelous. means. of linking’ to- 
gether all the people of our nation, 
and ultimately of the entire world, 
that has ever been devised by the 
human mind. One thing, and only 
one thing, should govern its use. 
It must be employed for the benefit. 
of the public. It must be a real 
service, not.a plaything or a means 
of self-seeking publicity. 

Admiral BULLARD believed that the 
time was coming “when ships will 
“be without chronometers and will 
“be in constant wireless touch with 
“New York unfil they reach the 
“ English Channel.” When President 
COOLIDGE appointed him Chairman 
of the Radio Commission it was said 
that the President had picked a man 
“who knows more about the phases 
“of radio than any other man in the 
*“ country.”. It was not considered 
an exaggeration. by. those who knew 
how long Admiral BULL’ had been 
related to the» practical application 
of the mystery..of radio before his 
detail as Superintendent of ‘the 
Naval Radio Service. Some one has 
said that “he literally grew up with 
radio,” and shad’ more to do than 
anybody else with’ “ establisting the 
“ radio industry in the’ United States 
“on a firm basis.”

the system which philosophers of 
peace charge with responsibility for 
war between peoples which haye no 
real grudge against each other, as in 
the recent cases of Frarice and: Aus- 
tria, England and Turkey, _/It is’ the 
system against which _WooDROW 
WILSON directed his whole League 
idea; his Guildhall speech in the last 
week of December, 1918, was an 
anxious response to. CLEMENCEAU’S 
cynical suggestion that. the balance 
of the sword was the only balance 
by which Europe could live. The 
League was formed in the hope of 
obviating the necessity of these 
offensive - and - defensive alliances. 
But the appearance of one martially 
disposed dictator -was enough. to 
blight that hope,’ although ~pro- 
Leaguers remain assured that our 
entrance into the: Geneva ‘compacts 
would have made the hope a reality. 
In those optimistic days, when Eng- 
land:..scrapped..the.. Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, and BALFOUR said, “For 
us and treaties, it is the Year One,” 
many wise and experienced “men 
would hardly have visualized these 
two recent Adriatic arrangements, 
made in a spirit. of distrust among 
nations which really have nothing 
but ill-will to make war about. —

to France than weak.little Albania’s 
pledge to do the same meaus to 
Italy.

COOPERATION IN THE PHILIP- 
PINES. 
There, is merit in the contention 


of the President.:of the Philippine | - 


Senate, Mr, QUEZON, | that © uncer- 
tainty about the future relations of 
the American Government and the 
Philippines has retarded their eco- 
nomic.development. American capi- 
tal, he has pointed out, is unwilling 
to invest in the islands so long as no 
one knows what their political status 
may be a year from now. It would 
be better’ for the Government to 
state. definitely that it has no inten- 
tion of changing the present laws 
affecting the Philippines if that is, 
in fact, the intention of the Ameri- 
can people. 

The uncertainty as to the future 
is due to two causes—the constant 
agitation for “complete, immediate 
and absolute” independence .by~a 
number ‘of Filipino leaders during 
the last decade, and the failure of 
American leaders to take. the Philip- 
pine question out of politics and con- 
sider it on its merits alone. Eleven 
years have passed since the Ameri- 
can Congress enacted the Jones law 
giving the Philippines, a form of 
government modeled on the lines of 
our State Constitutions. For eleven 
years the Filipino politicians have 
sought to modify this law by under- 
mining the powers of the American 
Governor General specifically out- 
lined in the.Jones law.’- While a 
number of important, .constructive 
measures have been inaugurated by 
the Filipinos. during this period, the 
main emphasis has been on obtaining 
more power for the politicians. Little 
attention has been paid to the eco- 
nomic problems in the islands, which 
are, after ‘all, fundamental. i 

In the United States ‘until: the last 
two years the tendency has persisted 
‘to regard the’Philippine question as 
a matter of partisan politics. The 
Democrats, committed by Mr. BRYAN 
in 1900 ‘to turning the islands loose, 
have steadily opposed the Repub- 
licans, committed to: the policy that 
the islands should be retained at 








‘least until ‘such time as the people 
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eli ig ne a aS 
Republicans also.to the Filipino peo- 
ples when we went into:the islands 
have been 'redeemed., So’ ‘long. as 
they will examine Philippine | prob- 
lems in this spirit, diligently. 
to ascertain the facts and be guided 


‘by these’ facts rathér than by the 


political pronouncemérnts of a quar- 
ter century ago, there is hope that 
the problem may be satisfactorily 
solved. 

A corresponding obligation rests 
on the Filipino leaders. They .have 
been unwilling to face frankly the 
responsibilities which they would 
incur -if they -were to be granted 
complete, immediate and absolute 
independence. They have talked 


‘politics when: they should have been 


studying economics. They have 
presented independence as a pana- 
cea for all the ills of the Filipino 
peoples. Incidentally,. they have 
kept’ up a policy of obstruction to 
the legitimate work of the Ameri- 
can Governor General and have 
shown an unwillingness to cooperate. 
Fortunately, there are indications 
that this spirit is changing, and that 
with the next Governor General will 
be inaugurated a new era of. har- 
mony in the task'of improving the 
economic conditions of the Filipino 
peoples. 


_ A MESSAGE OF HOPE. 


The word of hope that should 
preface the appeal for funds to carry 
forward cancer treatment and re- 
se rch is. that “cancer is not neces- 
sarily a fatal disease.” This should 
not lead men or. women who have 
any of the symptoms of the dreaded 
disease to postpone inquiry, fearing 
the worst, for the worst may after 
all be prevented by prompt availing 
of the advice and,-if necessary,.the 
treatment that may be had, even 
though the cause of the disease still 
baffles science. Here are some of 
the rays of hope in the dark picture 
(as' listed in the resolutions of the 
most authoritative body of experts 
probably ever gathered in America, 
the International Symposium . on 
Cancer, whose proceedings have been 
published in a volume which Dr. 
WILLIAM H. WELCH, “a first citizen 
in the scientific world,’ has called 
epochal) : 

First; it is not to be looked upon 

as contagious or infectious; 

Second, cancer. itself is . not 
hereditary, though there may be 
a certain susceptibility through in- 
heritance; 

Third, persons who have cancer 
must apply to competent physi- 
cians at a sufficiently early stage 
in order to have a fair chance of 
cure. In some forms early treat- 
ment affords the only possibility 
of cure; + 

Fourth, even when indications 
of cancer are believed to be possibly 
present, competent medical atten-

FRANCIS CARTER WooD, one of Sur 
highest American authorities on can- 
cer, stated less than a month ago 
that the entire world does not spend 
more than $400,00C annually on such 
research. But while it is of prime 
importance to the ouman race that 
this research should’ go forward 
with utmost speed and thoroughness, 
there must also be fullest use of 
what is already known, and this de- 
pends upon the intelligent coopera- 
tion of the patient and physician. 

““One can think of no more im- 
said Dr. 
FRANK BILLINGS, former President 
of the American Medical Association 
and of the Association of American 
Physicians. The “ unique paradox,” 
mentioned by another authority, 
that cancer’s ravages are high be- 
cause improved public health has 
prolonged the lives of increasing 
numbers’ into’ middle or old age, the 
‘““cancer age,” can after all give 
little comfort.

poets write poetry and 

has recently tried them on a group 
whose verse has appeared with some 
regularity in standard periodicals. 
Twenty-eight prosaic individuals will- 
ing to swear that they never even 
wrote jingles were used as controls 
in the experiments with an ~ equal 
number of poets. The purpose of the 
tests was not vocational; there was 
no plan to’ determine whether any 
one should take up verse writing as 
a career, It seldom pays well enough, 
even to the most gifted. ;

Lexington Avenue Traffic. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When is the red-and-green, stop-and-go 
light system to be put into effect on Lex- 
ington Avenue? 

The adoption of the signal system on 
Fifth, Madison and Park Avenues has had 
the effect of thrawing enormously increased 
traffic onto this neighboring thoroughfare. 
On the avenues: where signals are provided, 
drivers find themselves obliged to stop now 
and then for the benefit of crosstown traf- 
fic and.of pedestrians. On Lexington Ave- 
nue they can spin along at full speed re- 
gardless of either. Naturally they prefer 
Lexington. The result is. that during cer- 
tain hours it 1s impossible for a pedestrian 
to cross this important thoroughfare in 
safety at even a fast walk. His only re- 
course, if he * not to stand marooned at 
the curb for five or ten minutes. at a 
stretch, is to make a dash for it. 

Latterly the conditions have become such 
as. to constitute a dangerous nuisance. The 
situation at the Forty-second Street corner, 
in particular, where tangles and tie-ups 
are of frequent occurrence, is little less than 
disgraceful. Thousands of commuters who 
are obliged to negotiate this bisy crossing 
daily on their way to and from one of 
the greatest railway stations in the world 
are left in the evening hours without even 
the pretense of official protection, The 
police are withdrawn: and even the iren 
standards of the ‘‘safety zones‘‘ are rolled 
away.

FRANKLIN FORD WINS

Appellate — —— That 
His Religions Prejudice Does . 
Not Justify Rosalsky Order. 





No person may be barred from jury 
service in New York State by reason 
of bigotry or opposition to any relig- 
ious creed, under’ a decision by the 
Appellate Division yesterday : direct- 
ing Commissioner of Jurors O’Byrne 
to restore the: name of Franklin 
Ford, radio broadcaster, to thé jury 
list. Ford was barred from jury duty 
before ‘Judge Rosalsky in General 
Sessions because of his answers to 
questions concerning his religious be- 
liefs. “On complaint of Judge Rosal- 
sky his name was stricken from the 
New! York:County jury list. 

The Appellate Division, reversing a 
decision by Justice Ford denying an 
order compelling Ford's reinstate- 
nient, said that the only requirement 
of a” Sitios in New York- County -ap- 
plicable to the present situation is 
that he must be “‘intelligent.’’ The 
Civil Rights law provides that no 
citizeh ‘otherwise qualified shall be 
disqualified on account of ‘‘creed.”’ , 

The opinion by the entire court 
said: 

The facts set. forth in the ariswer 
of the Commissioner of Jurers“made 
out prima~facie «that Ford \.as a 
man ‘of violent religious. prejudices. 
In view: of the prohibition in the 
Civil Rights law against  disqualifi- 
cation ‘by. reason of creed. we think 
the«connotation of the word ‘tintelli- 
gent’ should be narrowed to exclude 
this interpretation. 

‘Intelligent’ as used in the judi- 
ciliary law — possessed of . ordi- 
nary information and reasoning fac- 
ulty. A man cannot be removed from 
the jury list merely.because of big- 
otry that runs counter to _ funda- 
mentals. of religious toleration, and 
freedom. ‘American liberty extends 
the, protection of the law even to 
those who are false-to its principles. *

Hi DEALERS PAY HIGH PRICES 


Supplies’ Small and Competition 
Keen — General. Trend of 
Market. Upward, 


. A decline of 50 per cent. in State 
and municipal borrowing: scheduled 
for next. week is noted when com- 
parison is made with the total for 
the week just completed, which con- 
tained one holiday. Next week’s 
municipal financing will amount to 
$14,451,946, the smallest. weekly total 
since ‘the first’ week in September. 
It represents the requirements of 
seventy municipalities. Sales made 
this..week, including Canadian is- 
sues, totaled $28,983,361, represent- 
ing borrowing by sixty-six communi- 
ties. 

The only issue to be sold next week 
which will top the $1,000,000 mark 
is that of an issue of $1,425,000 4 per 
cent. bonds of the State é6f Virginia, 
due on July 1, 1962, which will be 
awarded on Tuesday. East Orange, 
N. J., will sell bonds to the amount 
of $807,000, and -three counties in 
Michigan will market a joint issue 
of $819,000. The Bureau of Insular 
Affairs will open bids on Friday on 
the issue of ,000 Porto Rico ir- 
rigation 4% per cent. bonds, due in 
from thirty-one to thirty-five years. 


Newark’s Issue Largest. 


Although several fair-sized issues 
are to be sold at future dates, the 
issue of $6;775,000 City of Newark 
(N. J.) various improvement re- 
mains the largest on the municipal 
calendar. Several bond issues were 
authorized by voters in various parts 
of the country at the November elec- 
tions, but so far few of these have 
been definitely posted for sale, al- 
though in. a few instances more or 
less tentative dates have been men- 
tioned. 

One of the chief features of the 
week in municipal bonds has been 
the high prices paid for new issues 


by dealers. Competition has been 
very keen, due in part to the rela- 
tively small stocks carried by some 
dealers. Some of the larger dealers 
who have specialized in municipal 
bonds of cities in certain parts 0 
the country have been inclined to 
widen their scope of activity and 
have bid for issues of other local- 
ities. 


Canadian Borrowing. 


Canadian provincial bonds, which 
always have enjoyed a good market 
here, sold this week at exceptionally 
high prices. The Manitoba and New 
Brunswick sales placed the credit of 
these Provinces on the best footing 
that they have had since pre-war 
years. In. this connection it is 
pointed out that large blocks of vari- 
ous Canadian municipal bonds have 
been taken back across the border 
by Canadian investors, thus paving 
the way for more favorable terms 


for future borrowing. ; 

The fact that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has sold an issue of $45,- 
000,000 three-year 4 per cent. notes 
to a oup of Canadian. banks in 
connection with the maturity of $63,- 
437,250 5% per cent. Victory loan on 
Dec. 1, precludes any long-term bor- 
rowing in this market at present. 
The notes, it is understood, were 
sold the bankers at par, which is 
the first time since 1912 that the 
Dominion Government has been able 
to borrow such a sum on a 4 per 
cent. basis. 

Several small municipal issues 
have been entirely disposed of this 
week. The $2,293,000 Hudson Coun- 
ty (N. J.) 4%s have all been sold 
and a number of smaller issues have 
been wound up, although in a few 
instances resales to other dealers 
were necessary. 

In connection with the increase in 
interdealer trading that has taken 
place in the last fortnight there has 
been a tendency of dealers buying 
old issues to mark up the price 
about 5 points or more in yield basis, 
a practice which has been uniformly 
successful. In general the move- 
ment of prices has been upward, but 
for the most part prices are little 
changed from last week.

MUNICIPAL RESEARCH 
AIDING CITY FINANCING 


Bondholders Interested in Prog- 
ress and Accomplishments of 
Civic Bodies. 











Of prime interest to holders of 
municipal bonds is the progress that 
is being made along the lines of re- 
search by the various municipal re- 
search bureaus maintained by large 
cities throughout the country. Such 
accomplishments as the development 
of scientific kudget making, modern 
accounting in city governments, sys- 
tematic approach to public purchas- 
ing, application of standards in pub- 
lic personnel, the short’ ballot and 
responsible governmental organiza- 
tion, have been achieved by the vari- 


ous bureaus, in addition to the ex- 

ansion of American political science 
rome meolude practical administration 
—* the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. . 

The Governmental Research Con- 
ference, which is affiliated with the 
National Municipal League, in a brief 
discussion of the municipal research 
movement in America _ entitled, 
“Twenty Years of Municipal Re- 
search,’”’ points out that. the various 
municipal research bureaus vary con- 
siderably in the manner of financing, 
in scope of work and in effective- 
ness. 

The bureaus are divided into five 
groups, viz., those having indepen- 
dent existence, financed by voluntary 
contributions from. public-spirited 
citizens; those independently organ- 
ized but financed from community 
chests; those operating as depart- 
ments of some larger, parent or- 
ganization; those financed from city 
treasuries, and agencies doing mu- 
nicipal work under the name of tax- 
payers’ associations.

Two agencies which do not fall in 
any of these classifications are the

Resembles Mastick Bill. 

The Mastick bill, which was de- 
signed to relieve much of the tension 
that existed because of the taws then 
governing investments of savings 
banks and trust funds in New York 


State and which failed of sage at 
the last session of the State Legisia- 
ture, giving way to the temporary 
measures contained in the Campbell 
bill, is understood to contain many 
of the points which will be presented 
in the draft that is to be discussed 
on Monday. 

The principal points of the Mastick 
bill which may be followed in the 
new revision to amend the State 
Banking law are as follows: 

Section 5. (a) Instead of ‘‘stocks 
or bonds,’ language is changed to 
“stocks, bonds and other obligations, 
either interest-bearing or sold at a 
discount.’” Under the present law 
notes issues by. cities complying 
with eve requirement of law are 
not considered legal. 

This section, which relates only to 
bonds originating in States aajoin- 
ing New York State, which include 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, fixes the minimum 
population requirement at 5,000, al- 
though none exists at present, and 
authorizes investment in bonds of 
cities, counties and ‘school districts, 
co-terminous with or including a 
legal city. The term ‘‘city’’ is in- 
terpreted to mean a city, town, 
borough, village, township or other 
incorporated municipality. 

Section 5. (b) As in 5.(a), ‘‘stock, 
bonds and other obligations’’ is sub- 
stituted for ‘‘stocks or bonds.“ Au- 
thorizes investment in bonds of 
cities or school districts or counties 
co-terminous with or including a 
legal city.. The admission to state- 
hood requirement is dropped, but 
the population requirement of 45,000 
is retained, as is the feature of in- 
corporation for a period of twenty- 
five years prior to the date of the 
bond issue. The default provision 
is changed from Jan. 1, 1878, to 
twenty-five years, and from ninety 
days to 120 days. 


Change of Debt Limit. 


Section 5. (c) In place cf the pres- 
ent debt limit of 7 per cent. of all 
taxable property, there is substituted 
10 per cent. of real property. In 
computing debt, only proportionate 
part instead of all overlapping debt, 
except county debt, is included. If 
a county is wholly within a city, 
county debt in excess of 5 per cent. 


must be included; and in case of 
ceunty partly included, if debt ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent., proportionate part 
of excess must be included. As to 
legality of county bonds, debt limit 
of 5 per cent. of real property valua- 
tion is fixed. . 

Section 5. (d) This section, which 
is entirely new, provides in the case 


issuing unlimited tax bonds and hav- 
ing taxable real property in excess 
of $200,000,000, that debt limit set 
forth in 5 (c) shall not apply. 
Section 5. (e) Under this new sec- 
tion bonds which might: be illegal 
under provisions of 5 (c) are saved 
from becoming non-legal until April 
1, 1929. 

Section 5. (f) Defines ‘‘valuation 
of property for purposes of taxation,’’ 
in line with opinions of the Attorney 
General, in cases where asséssed val- 
uation is only a percentage of actual 
valuation. 

Section 5. (g) Restricts investment 
in bonds legalized under subdivision 
5 to 50 per cent. cf moneys invested 
in bonds of New York State munici- 
palities or 20 per cent. of moneys in- 
vested in bonds and mortgages in 
New York State. 

In connection with the last para- 
graph of the section, many dealers 
have expressed themselves as against 
its principle, while others say it is 
entirely unnecessary.

SEES FURTHER DELAY
